l)ntniinonia. He was born at iMiscliede. 
Holland, and emigrated to tliis <'ountry 
in 1K(!7. He was the inventor and p.it- 
entee of the now world-famed "Mis- 
souri meerschaum" cornoob pipe, man- 
ufactured in this city. 

Mr. Tibbe began the manufacture of 
the pipes in 1878 with scarcely any cap- 
ital, intending first to supply the kN al 
demand only, but the populatity of 111 
pipe soon spread everywhere and iio\v 
tht) company manufactures not lesstlian 
25,000 pipes per day.

Sacramento, Cal., Oct. 22.— In tin 
police court yesterday .Tames Lowe shot 
ami fatally wounded .Vddie Schilling 
and then blew liis own brains out. The 
woman was reported to have bven 
Lowe's mistress and was to have been 
a witness aprainst him in a vognt'icy 
Ciise. Lowe was the son of State Sen- 
ator Lowe of San Jose. When shot the 
Schilling woman had in her hand 
threatening letters written her by Lowe, 
who was suspe<'ted of arson.

KILLED JYJ^ BOMB, 

A Wttll Known ButinMS Man 
Blown to Pragmants. 

THE AFFAIR IS A MYSTETvY. 



Tlie Tlitim \Vn* r<ii>iiliii- V. itti .\H tin 
IVopIt! Who KiifW liliii ami Wu» No) 
Known to Have an Enemy -A Theor.t 
That the Bomb Was Intended For An- 
other— Xo Clow to the Perpetrator. 
Nkw YoKK.Oct ■,>•.>.— Hamlin .T. Aii- 
3rus, secretarj- of the Arlington chem 
leal works, located in Palisade avenue. 
Yonkers, was instantly killed yesterday 
by a dynamite bomb, which, the poiic. 
think, was placed there for the ]niri)osi 
of »U stroyiiifj life and property. Ther< 
is a deep air of mystery about the entin 
affair, and one particularly sen -ational 
rumor is afloat. The body of the victim 
was frightfully mangled by the explo- 
sion, and death mtut have come in- 
stantly. 

Hamlin Andms was a man of wealth 
and he lived in Yonkers in handsome 
style with his family. He left home in 
company with his son. Hiram, a;;ed 
years, a little before H o'clcK-k yesterday 
moriiinj;, and they went to the factory 
together. As w.is liis custom, the 
youiij? man o()ened the safe and not out 
the books after whicli youiiR Andms 
went from the olHee into the factory. 
The otHe(> is ii, one-story structure and 
stands detached from the factory proper. 
The room used liy Amlrus in tite otljce 
buildin;: was sejiarated liy a thin l)(i;,rd 
partition from the jiart i'C( u]>ltd by tiie 
cl( rks of the concern. 

It was a few minutes .-ifter o'eb !•]< 
will II the I Apliisioii occurred. It shoo\- 
the factory biiiMin;,', and was accom- 
paiiierl by ilie sound of crashin<f >rlass 
and a volume of smoke. A wihl rush 
was made by the factory employes to 
the odiee. TIm-v were lieaded liy youm; 
Anilrus. lie found the Moor of that 
l)orlionoi' tlii'ofbci' liuildini.' oeeM))ied 
by his fat 1 e i- i ov er-i d with tilas.-. mortar 
and broken luriiiliire. In one <-orner of 
the room lie saw the bleedinj.' and niaii- 
iiU tl body of his father, partly covered 
with tlie debris. It was in a terrible 
nian-rled condition. 

Imbi (Ided in the flesh of the dead man 
were found several jiieces of cast iron. 
Other iiieces. corresixmdinjr to these 
were found in the otlice. They wi re 
carefulljr placed together, and althoujih 
all tije pi^t-es were not found, there was 
enongli of them to show that the ImwuI), 
or machine, that exploded was a piece 
cast iron pipe, about six inches in 



of 



length by one and one-half inches in di- 
ameter. Fastened to either end of tliis 
piece of pipe was a cap, which was 
screwed on. The odor and smoke indi- 
catwl that the explosive was either dyn- 
amite or giant powder. 

So far no motive has been discovered 
for the murder. Mr. Andms was popu- 
lar with all in Yonkers and was essen- 
tially a home man. 

Information of a startling character 
was received by the police which mav 
aid in the solnnon of the mystery. It 
was to the effect that the bomb was in- 
tended for John F. Andrus, brotlier of 
the dead man, several times millionai' e. 
John E. Andms did not appear at t>'; 
office of the chemical company yester- 
day morning as wtis his custom. 

On haniiii',' of the exjilosifMi and the 
dciith of his brother he hurried to tlie 
police station and comninnicated with 
Captain Manniii. To the captain he 
saiil that the explosion of the bomb 
mi^'ht have lieen tlie Work f)f anarchists 
and offered an explanation for his ln - 
lief. .\boUt three Weeks auo, he said, 
he was walking,' alom.' Wall street. Ni w 
Yfirk. when he was accosted liya ratln r 
tweedy looliinj.' inili\ idiial w ho took liiiii 
by tl'.e arm and said : 

"Mr. Amli as. yon are a very wi ;iltl>y 
man. You have too much money and 1 
am one of a number of peojile who be- 
lieve that you oiiL'ht to di.vtribute at 
b'ast one-third of what you }iavi> amoiiLr 
the iH'or. You will either ilo thi^ or 
there will be a way found of compellin;.' 
you to do it." 

Amlrus, accordiiif,' to his story, iiaid 
little attention to the man tit the tiin(>. 

V\> totlie present noarrests have been 
made. The police were informed that 
Hamlin Andrus was in the habit of ex- 
perimenting with explo.Mve chemicals 
and scvenil tubes similar to that V>y 
which Andrus was killed were sent to 
the jKilice captain by tin unknown, who 
saiil he liatl made tubes of that nature 
fur Mr. Andrus. The police are looking: 
for that unknown. The .-tory. how- 
ever, is not beUeveU by the dead man's 
rel.itives or friends, who declare that he 
had never engaged in such expehm(>nt^: 
or shown any interest in it. 

Tlie theory is that a bomb was place<l 
in a box under Mr. Andms' desk, and 
that it was exploded when he went 
there. No one was in ffis office so far 
as is known, but the cleaner, Tue.sdey, 
when everything was in order, aud no 
one was supposed to have the keys to the 
building except three reliable persons, 
who apparentqr knew nothing abont the 
exnlonon. 

Mr. Andms was a director of ths Cit- 
izens' National bank of Tonkem and a 
member of the First Presbyterian 
church. He was a public spirited citi- 
zen and was always identified closely in 
all public matters that tended vStlu- 
welnr* of Uw PMfIa and the place. He 
was ttia son of a Methodist c lergyman.

They nartictilarly desired to 
keep unknown tne death of 3S prisoners 
in one niirht in the "Black Hole." 

COUNTERFEIT SHOVER S ARRESTED.
